HAIG’S OBJECTIVE IN FLANDERS

The British and French forces are striking hard and 
fast, and with each blow there is a distinct gain for the 
allies in their objective—to force the Germans to evacuate 
their submarine bases on the Belgian coast. 

To. accomplish this feat, there must be rapid work, 
if reports from the allied aviators are correct, because it 
is now said to be the German plan to flood the entire 
area of more than five hundred square mlies, bounded by 
a line from Dixmude to Ypres on the west and by another 
line from Thourout to Courtrai on the east, and so to 
drown the British army out of the trenches. 

This area is the lowest in west Flanders, having been 
‘€eclaimed from the rivers Lys and Yser by means of 
canals and dikes, the villages being built on mounds, 
which are only from twenty to ninety feet above the sea 
level. 

The strategists believe that the German ylan is ta 
dam the river Scheldt east of Ghent and to block the ship 
canal leading to Sas van Ghent on the frontier of Holland, 
and thus turn the Lys, which enters the Scheldt at Ghent, 
back on its course and to turn the waters of the Scheldt 
into ‘it. The dikes would then be broken or’ overflowed, 
the entire area to the west would be flooded and the allied 
armies would be drowned out. 

The airmen say they have seen the Germans and the 
Belgians whom they have enslaved at work on this opera- 
tion. The operation, it is figured, will take fully five 
months yet, and the Germans are hoping to hold back 
the armies of Field Marshal Haig until it is done. 

All this throws a clear light on the hasts of the Brit- 
ish to gain the higher ground of the Thorourout-Courtai 
liné while the Germans hope to hold their foes on the low 
ground until they can turn the water into it. If the Ger- 
mans should succeed in this plan 1t might prevent Ostend 
and Zeebrugge, and with them the Belgian coast, from 
falling into the hands of the British. 

To defeat this plan the British must push ahead rap- 
idly. We had feared that the reason for the haste of 
General Haig was the menace of the submarines and the 
necessity for a conclusion at an early date on the field of 
Flanders. But the reported fear of the flooding of the 
lowlands of Flanders may be the real reason for the al- 
most continuous drives launched by Haig against the Ger- 
man positions. 

' The British must gain the high ground south of the 
Lys, where they would flank the low ground and be se- 
cure against the flood. So we must expect some of the 
bitterest fighting of the war from this time until the real 
winter sets in, and perhaps even then. 

It will be necessary for General Haig to take Courtat, 
With a good map in hand and these alleged plans in mind, 
one may follow the course of events more intelligently. 


Slowly, but surely the French and British are eating 
their way into the German lines. ‘The situation on the 
Russian front is not so encouraging, however, but  stll 
there are some grounds for hope that the enemy inroads 
may be stayed until winter closes in, when the Huns will 
be at the mercy of the Russians. Conditions are not of 
the best in Russia by any means. The government there 
is unsatisfactory and unstable and until this is overcome 
there is little hope from that source. 


The women of Richmond are doing all in their power 
for the boys in the training camps and those who have 
already gone to the front. They are making up all sorts 
of good things for them to wear and are at this time pre- 
paring Christmas boxes, so that every man trom Rich- 
mond will receive something to remind him that the home 
folks have not forgotten him at the glad Christmas time.

In discussing the House bill, two 
problems arise: 

1. How much should be raised by 
taxation? 

Il. In what manner should this sum 
be raised? 

I. How Much Should Be Raised by 
Taxation? 

How was the figure of $1,800,000,000 
arrived at? The answer is simple. When 
the Secretary of the Treasury came to 
estimate the additional war expelses 
for the year 1917-18, he calculated that 
they would amount fo some $6,600,- 
000,000, of which $3,000,000,000 was to 
be allotted to the allies, and $3,600,- 
000,000 was to be utilized for the do- 
mestic purposes. Thinking that it 
would be a fair proposition to divide 
this latter sum between loans and 
taxes, he concluded that the amount 
to be raised by taxes was $1,800, 000,- 
000. 

There are two extreme theories, each 
of which may be dismissed with scant 
courtesy. The oue is that all war ex- 
penditures should be defrayed by loans, 
and the other is that all war expendi- 
tures should be defrayed by taxes 
Each theory is untenabie. 

It is indeed true that the burdens of 
the war should be borne by the pres- 
ent rather than the future generation: 
but this does not mean that they should 
be borne by this year’s taxation. 

Meeting all war expenses by taxation 
makes the taxpayers in one or two 
years bear the burden of benefits that

(2) Taxes on consumption, which are 
necessarily borne by the community at 
large, should be imposed as far as pos- 
sible on articles of quasi-luxury rather 
than on those of necessity.

MOVING PICTURE MER ARE. 
HELPING THE LIBERTY BONDS 


WASHINGTON, D. C., October 


26.--The United States Civil Ser- 


vice Commission has received an 


expression of the patriotism of prac - 
tically all the exhibitors of motion 
pictures in the United States. The 
Government is in need of thousands 
of typéwriter operators and 
graphers of both sexes for war work 
in Washington, and thorough its 
3,000 local boards of examiners in 
that many cities, the Commission 
requested the owners and managers 
of motion picture theaters to allow 
free of charge an announcement 
on their screens of this need of the 
Government, 

The refusals were so few as to 
be negligible,’ Not more than a 
linndred of the 20,000 odd exhibi- 
tors who were approached declined 
to render to the people the service 
asked. Even these can not be 
charged with disloyalty: most of 
them held decided views as to their 
duty to their patrons who pay for 
entertainment only. The only criti- 
cism to the Government came from 
three exhibitors who declined on 
the ground that it was proposed to

place a tax on motion picture tick-| 


ets. 
One asked remuneration in the 
sum of 26 cents a week, and ano- 


ther stipulated that he was to be} 


relleved of any responsibility for 
damage to the slides furnished by 
the Government. The 
less than 10 cents apiece.
